[Claim 10]: An apparatus for driving a full frame transfer type imaging device, said apparatus 
comprising: an accumulator that accumulates a period of said full frame transfer type imaging 
device, the full frame transfer type imaging device having a light receiving element with a first 

electrode and a second electrode and a third electrode, "a voltage controller that controls a 

voltage levels of said first electrode, said second electrode and said third electrode during 
said accumulating period such that phases of the voltage levels of the second electrode and 
third electrode are offset while a voltage level of the first electrode is fixed, wherein said 
accumulating period is inversely related to a period of a charge pumping operation". 
[Claims 1 and 9]: These claims have limitations similar to claim 10.
